The 
others said they put any sums 
realized from the punch boards, 
etc., in with the general funds in 
the cash register and no money 
was confiscated at those places.

India's Ruling Party 
Elects Mild Mannered 
Bahadur Shastri Leader

NEW DELHI, India (AP) — 
India’s ruling Congress party 
named mild-mannered Lai Ba­ 
hadur Shastri by acclamation 
today to succeed the late Prime 
Minister Nehru He pledged to 
work for Nehru’s goal of a unit­ 
ed, Socialist India. 
“Socialism is our objective,” 
Shastri said shortly after Con­ 
gress party members of Parlia­ 
ment named him their leader, 
a designation which automatic­ 
ally 
carried 
nomination 
as 
prime minister. 
Shastri, 59, gave no clue to 
the foreign policy he will pur­ 
sue. He indicated high regard 
for Nehru’s daughter, Mrs. In­ 
dira Gandhi, a leading candi­ 
date for the foreign minister’s 
post. 
SHASTRI WEEPS 
Shastri wept as he recalled 
Nehru’s death last week and 
said of Mrs. Gandhi: “Her con­ 
tinued association with us will 
bu a source of strength to all 


of us.” 
He welcomed the support of 
former Finance Minister Mor- 
arji Desai. his opponent who 
yielded after a determined five- 
day succession struggle. 
“I am sure this will generate 
a new confidence in the country 
and will have an impact on the 
outside 
world 
also,” 
Shastri 
said. 
Shastri said the party’s im­ 
mediate task is to fight India’s 
“biggest enemies—poverty and 
unemployment.” 
UNITE COUNTRY 
“The country must remain 
united and it is important we 
realize our grave responsibili­ 
ties toward the betterment of 
our people.” he declared. “The 
economic issues are most vital 
for us.” 
India is “faced today with a 
great crisis.” Shastri continued, 
and must “follow in his (Neh­

The 
part-time police have been on 
duty at the crossings in Lin­ 
coln Square at peak traffic pe­ 
riods since Weaver assumed of­ 
fice about two years ago. 
RULBO “ ILLEGAL” 
Under the latter part of the 
regime of former Mayor Wil­

Top-Level U.S. Policy 
Makers Ponder New Move 
To Stop Red Aggression

HONOLULU 
1 AP) — Amer­ 
ican policy makers, in the final 
hours of their secret strategy 
talks, were occupied today with 
the question of what more the 
United States must do to prop 
up Southeast Asia against inten­ 
sified Communist pressure. 
The two-day meeting already 
was setting off political rever­ 
berations rn election-conscious 
Washington. But the assembled 
diplomatic and military author­ 
ities at Pacific Command head­ 
quarters appeared to ignore—at 
least officially—everything but 
the subjects at hand. 
LONG SESSION 
Efforts to solve the Southeast 
Asia crisis began Monday with 
a more-than nine-hour session 
that

guarded room, moved to a pri­ 
vate beach for a working lunch 
and closed back behind locked 
doors. 
That same schedule was in 
force today with most of the of­ 


ficials, including Secretary of 
State Dean Rusk, who presided, 
and Secretary of Defense Rob­ 
ert S. McNamara, who planned 
to fly home to Washington after 
final adjournament about dusk. 
None of the conferees would 
disclose what directions their 
meetings were taking. It ap­

TRAFFIC TOLL 
OVER MEMORIAL 
DAY NOW 429 


By THI ASSOCIATED FRISS 
The nation’s traffic deaths 
during the Memorial Day week­ 
end-m ore than 400—hit a rec­ 
ord high for a three-day observ­ 
ance of the holiday. 
The death toll on the high­ 
ways from 6 p.m. local time 
Thursday to midnight Sunday 
was 429. Belated reports were 
expected to boost the final fig­ 
ure. 
The record toll for the first 
holiday weekend of the spring 
topped the previous high mark 
of 371 set over the Memorial 
Day period in 1958. The Nation­ 
al Safety Council had made a 
preholiday 
estimate that be­ 
tween 410 and 490 persons might 
be killed in traffic accidents 
during the 78-hour period. 
HEAVIEST SUNDAY 
The heaviest toll was Sunday 
as millions of motorists jammed 
highways headed for home aft­ 
er 
outings. 
Reports 
indicate 
nearly 150 persons were killed 
in traffic accidents in the final 
24 hours of the holiday period. 
Traffic fatalities during the 
holiday period compared to 418 
traffic deaths during a nonholi­ 
day weekend of 78 hours, from 
p.m.

He and other interested gov 
em inent agencies are placing 
five teams of scientists in the 
Mississippi River are** to collect 
information in an effort to dis­ 
prove allegations blaming chem­ 
ical pesticide., for fish kills and 
other losses to wildlife. 
The department, in the face of 
strong criticism of widespread 
use of pesticides and the like, 
has taken th' position that agri­ 
cultural chemicals arr absolute­ 
ly essential to bountiful produc­ 
tion of food and fiber. 
Freem an’s decision to make 
the field tests was announced in 
a statement Monday. It said ev­ 
idence submitted at public hear­ 
ings here, at Memphis, Tenn., 
and Baton Rouge, La., and a 
four-state conference at New Or­ 
leans failed to show that pesti­ 
cides were responsible for re­ 
cent fish kills in the lower Mis­ 
sissippi River. 
Freeman said surveys showed 
that a major source of pesticide 
residues involved in the fish los­ 
ses was an industrial plant man­ 
ufacturing these chemicals, ra­ 
ther than in water that ran off 
farmland that drained into the 
Mississippi. 
The field studies will be con­ 
ducted with the cooperation of 
the department of welfare, the 
interior department and other 
government

through 
the federal pest control review 
board.

MOSCOW (AP) - The United 
States and tile Soviet Union 
signed Monday a convention to 
set up consulates in each oth­ 
e r’s countries. It would give 
Americans detained in the So­ 
viet Union the right to see U.S. 
officials. 
President Johnson announced 
completion of the negotiations 
with the Soviets last Wednes­ 
day. He called the treaty "a 
significant step in our continu­ 
ing efforts to increase contacts 
and 
understanding’’ 
between 
the Soviet and American people. 
The treaty offers Americans 
in the Soviet Union “ a greater 
degree of consular protection 
than 
ever 
before,” 
Johnson 
said. 
When 
this 
first 
bilateral 
treaty between the two govern­ 
ments has been ratified by the 
U.S. Senate and the Soviet P ar­ 
liament, it will bind the Soviet 
Union to a fundamental change 
of policy with American pris­ 
oners. 
If the convention had existed 
in 1960 when U2 pilot Francis 
Gary Powers was shot down 
over the Soviet Union, U.S. con­ 
sular officials would have had 
the legal right to talk with him. 
But Soviet practice has been to 
deny access to prisoners under 
investigation 
and. 
in 
many 
cases, under trial and impris­ 
onment. Powers was inaccessi­ 
ble to U.S. officials. 
The right of access clause 
was one of the most difficult to 
negotiate in talks that began 
here last September, U.S. Em ­ 
bassy officials said. 
Other points concerned trans­ 
fer of property left by death, 
and legal immunities of con­ 
sular officials. 
At Soviet re­ 
quest, the United States agreed 
to broader privileges on both 
sides than are usualy granted 
consuls.

STUDY TO BACK 
FBI FINDINGS 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Warren Commission’s report on 
President John F. Kennedy’s 
assassination is expected to sub­ 
stantiate the original FBI find­ 
ing that Lee Harvey Oswald, act­ 
ing alone, murdered Kennedy. 
The commission has complet­ 
ed its basic work and set the 
end of the month as the target 
date for a report expected to 
detail the evidence that Oswald 
was the assassin 
and 
acted 
alone. 
The commission plans to call 
several more witnesses includ­ 
ing Kennedy’s widow, who will 
testify at a secret time and 
place. She was riding in the car 
with her husband when he was 
shot in Dallas last Nov. 22. 
Commission staff groups are 
drafting separately the segments 
of what may be a 500-page re­ 
port. With its supporting docu­ 
ments and testimony, the report 
is expected to rival in extent 
and size the massive report of 
the Pearl Harbor commission 
after World War II.

HIGHEST COURT 
STRIKES DOWN 
LOYALTY OATH 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Supreme Court struck down Mon­ 
day two Washington state laws 
requiring that 
all 
state 
em­ 
ployes take loyalty oaths. 
Justice Byron R. White, de­ 
livering the 
court’s decision, 
said the laws were “unconstitu­ 
tionally vague.” 
Justice Tom C. Clark wrote a 
dissenting 
opinion, 
in 
which 
Justice John M. Harlan joined. 
The court’s vote thus was 7-2. 
About 64 persons employed by 
the University of Washington in 
teaching and nonteaching jobs 
had challenged validity of the 
state laws. 
They appealed from 
a deci­ 
sion by a special three-judge 
U.S. District Court in Seattle, 
Wash., that upheld the state re­ 
quirement. 
One law, enacted in 1955, re­ 
quires state employes to swear 
they are not subversive per­ 
sons. as defined in the law. The 
other law. enacted in 1931, re­ 
quires that 
another oath 
be 
taken by teachers. 
White’s majority opinion said 
the university employes con­ 
tended 
before 
the 
Supreme 
Court that 
the 
oath 
require­ 
ments, and the statutory provi­ 
sions 
on 
which 
they 
were 
based, were invalid on their 
face, 
because their 
language 
was unduly 
vague, 
uncertain 
and broad. 
White stated: “ We agree with 
this contention and therefore, 
without reaching the numerous 
(other contentions pressed upon 
jus, confine our consideration to 
(that particular question.”

RAIL MERGER 
OPPOSED BY 
JUSTICE DEPT.

C e n t r a l railroads, saying it 
would create an industrial giant 
that would drive sm aller lines 
out of business. 
The departm ent stated its po­ 
sition in a 270-page brief filed 
Monday with the Inte r s t a t e 
Com m erce Commission shortly 
after the Pennsy and Central 
told the ICC the m erger is es­ 
sential to effective competition 
in the transportation industry. 
The Justice D epartm ent op­ 
posed the m erger on antitrust 
grounds and said: 
MONDAY DEADLINE 
“ We believe that the public 
interest in the long term would 
be better served by alignments 
in which the Pennsylvania and 
Central would rem ain independ­ 
ent of each other.’ 
The D epartm ent said inclusion 
of 
sm aller 
roads 
within 
the 
Penn Central system ‘‘would on­ 
ly enhance the dom inance of 
the merged line.” 
Monday was the deadline for 
filing briefs in the m erger case 
which has been before the ICC 
for more than two years, now 
exam iners who conducted hear­ 
ings in 1962 and 1963, m ust re­ 
commend a decision to the full 
commission. The Commission’s 
decision could be appealed to 
federal courts. 
Also filing briefs opposing the 
m erger were: the city of Phil­ 
adelphia, the Erie and Lacka­ 
wanna Railroad, the Delaware 
and Hudson Railroad, the Bos­ 
ton and Maine Railroad, and 
the T ransport W orkers Union of 
Am erican, AFL-CIO. The city of 
Philadelphia opposed the merg­ 
er as in violation of antitrust 
laws and said. . . “No city, no 
state, and certainly no shipper, 
can stand before this leviathan” 
The Erie Lackawanna said it 
has “ no possible chance to sur­ 
vive as an independent railroad 
in the face of a Penn-Central 
m erger.” 
The Delaware and Hudson re­ 
commended rejection of the pro­ 
posal unless the Commission in­ 
cludes the D&H in the merged 
system . It said the D&H and tire 
E rie Lackawanna lines should 
be included in the Norfolk and 
W estern system 
if the 
N&W 
system and Penn-Central m erge 
groups are to be balanced com­ 
petitively.

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TRADE FUTURE 
LOOKS OETTER 
AS OOLD GROWS 


NEW YORK (APT—Gold flow­ 
ing into the United States in­ 
stead of away and new respect 
for the American dollar in for­ 
eign money marts are counted 
among the happiest surprises of 
the year’s first half. 
New monetary strength goes 
hand in hand with improved 
American trade prospects and 
the near disappearance of a pro­ 
longed deficit in its internation­ 
al payments. Some signs are al­ 
so reported that it will be Eu­ 
rope rather than the United 
States that will face payment 
deficits and currency pressures 
In the months ahead. 
SOVIET GRAIN PAYMENTS 
The return flow of gold to the 
United States, after an almost 
steady drain since 1957, was 
helped by the sale of Soviet gold 
to pay for grain, but even more 
by the stabilizing actions of the 
international gold pool set up in 
1961 by the United States and 
seven other nations to police 
currency raids such as the one 
that threatened the dollar in 
October 1960. 
And perhaps just as important 
was that finally gold specula­ 
tors came to believe the many 
U.S. 
government 
assurances 
that America wouldn’t devalue 
the dollar or raise the price of 
Rold above the present official 
price of $35 an ounce. 
GOLD HOLDING GAIN 
The return gold flow is re­ 
ported by the U.S. Treasury’s 
exchange stabilization fund, ad­ 
ministered by the Federal Re­ 
serve System. The fund’s gold 
holdings fell $55 million in Janu­ 
ary; but recovered by $28 mil­ 
lion in February, $33 million in 
March and $176 million in April. 
At the start of May it stood at 
$265 million. 
This fund is separate from the 
Treasury’s own reports on its 
monetary 
gold 
reserve. 
This 
year there has been only one 
decline, $50 million 
Feb. 
12. 
Since then it has remained at 
$15,463,000,000. 
With the stabilization fund's 
$182-million gain in the first 
months of the year, and the gold 
reserve’s 
$50-million 
decline, 
the total gain for the country 
since Jan. I comes to $132 mil­ 
lion. 
International bankers see the 
reverse flow of gold, small as 
it is, a sign that the internation­ 
al gold pool is working well in 
discouraging speculative raids 
and stabilizing the major world 
currencies.
